THE  HAMBURG  APPLE  MASKED 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  April 
14,  were  not  much  changed  from  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  Ered  A.  Motz, 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture.   Oregon  Uewtowns,  Ortleys,  and  Arkansas  Blacks  wore  slightly  lower,  P.omes 
were  up  a  little  and  Washington  Winesaps  were  about  the  same  as  last  week.  Sup- 
plies consisted  of  767  barrels  and  90,000  boxes  against  1,500  barrels  and  53,000 
. boxes  last  week.    Boxed  and  barreled  Yellow  TTewtowns  sold  at  lower  prices,  in 
Hamburg  than  in  the  United  Kingdom  but  the  reverse  was  true  of  red  varieties. 
Oregon  Ortleys,  Fewtowns,  Fearmains,  and  Washington  Winesaps  were  in  liberal 
supply.    A  considerable  quantity  of  Feaiuiains was  in  variable  condition  and  sold 
mostly  at  around  25  cents  below  the  market.    Hyde  Kings    were  also  in  variable 
condition.     Supplies  of  Washington  Staymans,  Oregon  Homes,  Arkansas  Blacks,  Red 
Cheeks  and  Hyde  Kings  were  moderate.    Inquiry  was  moderate  for  boxed  apples  but 
good  for  the  light  supplies  of  Albemarle  Pippins.
